Scarlet Fbvbb may be contracted 
from the milk of cows Buffering from 
an allied disease. Cows so afflicted 

do not present, any acute symptoms, 
and the condition might be easily 
overlooked. Doubtful milk should be 
boiled to destroy disease germs.

ed and spread until they are quite dry. 

Small quantities may be shelled by 

band: large crops arc threshed with a 
Bail. Keep them in a dry place. 

Melon, cucumber, squash and pump- 
kin seeds should be taken only from 
ripe, perfect shaped specimens. In a 
small way the seeds may be simply 
taken out. spread on plates or tins 
and dried. Larger quantities have to 
be washed before drying, to remove 
Ihe slime that, adheres to them. 
When the seeds arc thoroughly dried, 
tie them in bags and keeps in a dry 
place secure from mice and rats. 

Beets, parsnips, turnips, carrots. 

onions, cauliflower and cabbage will 
not produce seed until the second year. 
Set out in early May. stronger, well- 
manured plants of last season's crop. 
When the seed is ripe, cut Ihe stalks 
and put under cover to dry. Then 
beat out the seeds -and tie in paper 

Is of all kinds should be fully- 
ripe when gathered, hut il is also mi 
portanl to harvest then) as soon SB they 
are ripe. For keeping small quan- 
tities of seeds, paper bags arc prefer- 
able to cloth, as they afford better 
proioctiou against, moisture ami in- 
sects. Always mark each paOTage 
with the name of the seeds contained 
in it, and the year in which it grew.

TnK Chicago Sunday Herald of 
.September 18tb, contained a column 
and a half descriptive of the education 
of the deaf and dumb in general and 
the method adopted in the day schools 
of that city in particular. The article 
in question contains some queer state- 
men ts, one of which is that the deaf- 
mutes sent to institutions are "isolat- 
ed from the rest of the world, and be- 
come unfit, to associate with or take 
any part in it." Whoever gave such 
preposterous and absnrd information 
to a newspaper reporter, must have 
had an infinitesmally small regard for 
the truth. Any one who knows en- 
ough of deaf-mutes to be enabled to 
say anything concerning them, is well 
aware of the fact that the educated 
• f mute "associates with the rest of 
the world" to the same extent as the 
average hearing person. They work 
together side by side, and in large 
manufacturing establishments, if there 
is a deaf mute among the hundred or 
more hearing persons, it will invaria- 
bly be found that he is industrious and 
clever at his work, popular with is fel- 
lows, and regarded by all as intelligent 
and companionable. " Unfit to as- 
sociate with the rest of the world !" 
It is astonishing that any one could be 
so base as to utter such an enormous 
libel upon the educational institutions 
which have been a boon and a bless- 
ing tot i of deaf-mutes. The 
obvious object of the slander was to 
Chicago Day Schools 
for I><af Mutes. Now. while we can 
commend the zeal displayed, wo are 
obliged to condemn the method. 
Every good work must have a g 
foundation. If the day schools were 
founded upon antipathy towards the 
institutions, their foundation was very 
weak. The latest intelligence is that 
the Board of Education of Chicago, at 
a meeting held last week, voted to abol- 
ish the deaf-mute day schools. The 
sioo is a wise one. The deaf-mutes 
I the greater facilities and advan- 
tages of the Institution, where not 
only a school education, but also in- 
struction in some useful trade or oc- 
cupation, is afforded to every pupil.

mutes at Washington. Jle entered 
that school In September, 1886, to- 
goibor with Orris Teague, of Wabash, 
Ind.

EVIDENTLY AN IMPOSTOR. 



Otis nkwton's k.noounteu with a man 
who stole from him — an alleged 

DEAF-MV 

Jamestown, N. Y., Sept. 23. 
Thursday afternoon one of the 
craziest looking objects in the sem- 
blance of man that, ever was brought 
before a justice, was hustled into the 
police court, by Otis Newton and half 
a dozen others. He looked like the 
typical anarchist,. His hair was long 
and unkempt, his clothing was dis- 
heveled and muddy and he had the 
look of being " all broken up." He 

was remanded to the lockup. His 

case is not yet disposed. 

Thursday afternoon Mrs. Otis 
Newton of Luke View avenue saw the 
man, who was subsequently arrested, 
enter her bum. Soon after he left it 
and carried away some leather straps. 
He then came to tbe house and triad 
to force open a door. Failing in that 
h<' went to Mr. BristoBe house and 
frightened Ihe occupants by trying to 
effect an entrance. Mrs. Newton sent 
for her husband, and in his search for 
the stranger finally found him engaged 
in making his stolen property into a 
bundle. He tried to get his beloug- 
oul the stranger showed fight. 
NeWtOD Went him one hotter and after 
a SOrimmage which was not conducted 
strictly in accordance with Ihe rules 
ol the prise ring, the robber was left 
"all in a heap" while Newton wenl 
after a conveyance. Burmg the trip 
to the police court the fellow said

doiitly wanted to make trouble and 
got an umbrella in shapo to strike, 
but when his captor reversed his whip 
with the butt for a club, there was no 
further demonstration. But tin- 
captive was still ugly and on reaching 
(ho police court it was necessary to 
almost curry him into the presence of 

the magistrate, 

Andrew Beoso is the name given by 
the "anarchist" as his own, and ho 
claims to be of German birth and 
forty eight years old, a resident of 
New York.

1 clean sewing machines and cannot, 
make a living but no kind lady or 
gentleman with a good heart will 
hesitate to spare a few cents to holp 
get something to keep me from the 
low life of begging.

New York is the first Slate' in the 
Union in point of population aud 
wealth, and nothing less can be ex- 
pected of her than that she should 
stand at the head of the list, as I am 
glad io see, she does. Pennsylvania 
comes next and Ohio third, ami when 
the end comes, it will be found thai 
Ohio stands just where she belongs. 
In so doing, she will have done as 
much for the cause as any, in spite of 
a lew croakers like " S. S," who. in 
stead of doing anything themselves, 
insist on criticising those who do all 
the hard work.
